J urn jusL getting over a long 
sickness in ml am sorry 1 have not 
been able to answer your letter, but 
I hope that ;my particulars i can 
give you may yet he in time for the 
proposed College Memorial, l have 
often hoard Malcolm talk about Rol¬ 
lins College and I am sure that if the 
dead could know what is thought of 
them or done in honor of them Mal¬ 
colm would he Had to he on your 
Honor Roll. 

''lie enlisted in the Fort Garry 
Horse and got through the four 
months trn mug in Camilla ami Eng¬ 
land vvn well hut just when he was 
under orders to go to France he got 
his right knee twisted while riding 
which made it impossible for him to 
'tarry on' in it cavalry regiment. They 
wanted to keep him in home service 
but be pleaded with them to send him 
France so he was transferred to 
the First Canadian Labor Battalion. 
W« landed in France on the 8th of 
Jananry, llM.7. 

"Tlu- Battle of The Somme was 
Mill going on and we were sent up 
to the firing line right away. Our 
Battalion was broken up into small 
parties and sent lo work with the 
engineers building bridges and rail¬ 
ways. They very soon fun ml that Mal¬ 
colm knew quite a lot about that kind

IN REPORT OF HARVARD 
CONTRIBUTIONS 


That men from twenty tu thirty 
yours out of college are at. the height 
of their money-making ability is the 
inference drawn by Eliot Wadsworth, 
Chairman of the Executive Commit, 
t l f of the Harvard Endowment Fund, 
in his report, on the progress of the 
campaign for a sum of 816,250,0110 
Mr. Wadsworth points nut that "the 
whole campaign proves that among 
die alumni of a university there i-i an 
interest ami loyalty which can be re¬ 
lied upon to support, financially. Use 
college iinrl the cause of education. 1 ' 

Mr. Wadsworth's report is as fob 
low*: 

"The Harvard Endowument Fund 
campaign has been under way for 
four months. In that time scores of 
other colleges have undertaken to 
nu.’i i financial crises by similar 
tiviti** Probably ££00,000,000 is be- 
iuu' asked from alumni of the col¬ 
leger and from the public at Urge. 
It J* ;l universal effort to meet Lhe 
need forced upon the teaching institu- 
rions by the high cost uf living. Some 
facts regarding the ! larval*'I cam¬ 
paign will he of interest to great 
numbers of people. 

“Harvard appealed, primarily, tu 
yy,000 ini'ii who have been associated 
in any way with the University. 
Twenty thousand attended the Col¬ 
lege,, IS.Odu the Graduate Schools 
The amount asked whs $15,250,000, 
Tlie income from more than HO per 
cent of this Fund is tu bn applied to 
increasing the compensation <>f teach¬ 
ers. For fourteen years salaries 
have remained stationary. It was 
felt that 50 per cent increase at this 
time waa no more than fair. 

“At the en-l of four months, $11, 
750,181 have been contributed; $5,- 
11>L2 *j 0 ha* been collected in rwah 
or securities, the balance is payable 
over ft term of four years. Of the 
twenty odd thousand men associated 
with the College 11,440 have contrib¬ 
uted. Of the sixteen thousand men 
associated with the Graduate Schools 
have contributed, From i,:i00 
men and women not associated with 
the College or associated only through 
relatives. ¥1,500,001) have hern receiv¬ 
ed 

“From the Classes, beginning with 
JHUO, the results have had marked 
characteristics. The percentage nf 
thr living members of each ' lass who 
have contributed steadily increased 
from the Glass of ISliO to the Class of 
1890. From IriOO to 1900 the per¬ 
centage is at its highest. The same 
is true a.s to the amount of the indiv- 
ual contributions. From 1900 on 
the percentages of givers have brim 
slightly less and, as might be cxpnt 1 
ed, the amount of individual subscrip¬ 
tions has decreased. The highest per¬ 
centage of subscribers in :,ny class is; 

10U in the class of 1852 (only five 
members living) with the class of 
!K8U second with 62.3 per cent, and 
1892 third with 57.2 per cent, The 
largest average contribution from a 
class—that of 1892—is $2.56,?. This 
would seem to show that men from 
twenty to thirty years out of College 
are at the height of their money-mak¬ 
ing ability and in a better position to 
make a liberal contribution, 

"The whole campaign proves that 
among the alumni of a university 
there is an interest and loyally which 
can be relied upon to support finan¬ 
cially the college and the cause of 
education. 

“The campaign further proves that 
men and women who have no college 
affiliations have a deep-seated belief

SOME FLORIDA AUTHORS 


(Extriuta frttm a paper read before 
the Delphi?- Society, by Wini¬ 
fred Stone.) 

FiriiL of ull comes Francos do Flur- 
ends, who has the distinction of bc- 
inj^ the first native born author of the 
United States, 

He was horn in Florida ill the 
year 1620, and achieved great fame 
in writing religious histories. He 
died nt. the age of 55, in Mexico, 

Let us take Will Wallace Harney, 
known as the Hermit Poet, to head 
our list, of more modern Florida auth¬ 
ors. I quote the following from Mr, 
Chun non: "Will Wallace Harney was 
a d esc cm lent, of Uie revolutionary sol* 
bier, Lieut. Jonathan Harney, He wae 
u son of John IL Harney, college 
president, imd mitlmr of the first al¬ 
gebra ever published hy an American. 
For 25 years young Harney’s father 
was editor and publisher of the Louis¬ 
ville, Ky, p “Democrat," Hie leading 
journal of the party in the Southwest. 
Young Harney, our author, commenc¬ 
ed active life as a public school teach* 
ur in Louisville; Inter lie was made 
principal of the high school, which 
pmdl.irm ho hrhl foi two years, being 
then appointed tu a professorship in 
the normal department of Transyl¬ 
vania, at Lexington, Ky Later he re¬ 
turned to practice law in Louisville, 
but soon after became assistant edi¬ 
tor to his father on the “Democrat " 
Upon his father's death, he became 
editor*til-chief, and in August, 1H68, 
ho married Mary M. Randolph, of 
the well known Virginia family. A 
son was born to the couple in 1869. 
and his wife’s health failing, he re¬ 
moved to what he called the “Wild 
South Florida." 1 The change came 
too late to save the young wife, ami 
she died leaving Mr, Harney with her 
infant eon, in the unsettled wilder¬ 
ness of South Florida, almost without 
means. Then he set to work writing 
mul soon Ilia efforts appeared in 
Harper’s, the Atlantic, and Lippin- 
cott's magazines. These stories, ar¬ 
ticles and poem* he afterward collect¬ 
ed and published in book form under 
the title ‘The Spirit of the South ” 
The poet built his home on the West 
side of Lake Conway. It was con¬ 
structed of pine slabs and from this 
little cottage of Mr. Harney’s the 
town of Pine Castle was mimed. 


In our college library we have a 
book entitled “Our Native Birds of 
Song and Beauty.” On the fly leaf 
of the buok is written the following 
inscription: “To Rollins College, the 
great Florida institution of learning, 
the work is respectfully presented b.v 
the author, Henry Nehrling, March 
7, ID ID.” Mr, Nehriing now lives at 
Gotha and is claimed as a Florida 
author, 

Another writer of note, whom WC 
claim, is Hex Beach, who attended 
Rollins from 1891 tu 1896. 1 will 

not discuss him at length because a 
special article upon his literary 
achievements is to he published in 
the Sandspur, It should be stated, 
however, that Rex Reach is consider¬ 
ed the most famous of Florida’s living 
authors. 

Claude Washburn was also n stu¬ 
dent at Rullins. Lie wrote one book 
after he left, college, the title of which 
i have been unable to lenrn. 

Miss Eva Wilkins, at one time a 
teacher in Rollins, is the author of a 
very delightful tittle book, "The 
Weaver’s Children,” she was also ti 
playwright, having produced the 
drama, “The Brogens of Kilvain 
Glen,” and ore or two other plays. 
Ltu haps some nf you remember Miss 
Wilkins- she was professor of His¬ 
tory in Rollins, and I remember her 
as a very charming and lovable [icr- 
aon. 

Undoubtedly you all know that Dr. 
Thomas R. Baker. Professor Emer 
itus (of Science ) has written several 
hooks on Chemistry and Physics. We 
must also mention his wife. Mary 
Fvances Baker, who bus written a 
hook entitled “Southern Wild Flow¬ 
ers.’’ 

Another Hollins Professor, Dr, Ed¬ 
mund F. Hyde, is the author of bio- 
graphie:4, classical and Oriental ar¬ 
ticles for encyclopedias, etc. Many 
of you remember Dr. Hyde. He is in 
very poor health at present and is in 
the Florida Sanitarium, at Formosa. 

Dr. William Blackman, at one time 
president of Rollins, wrote a book en¬ 
titled, “The Making of Hawaii, a 
Study in Social Evolution,*' which was 
pub]i shed in 1899. 

Now we shall have to turn from the 
authors of Rollins anti “take a peep 
at dome other noted writers of Flori¬ 
da. But before we leave Winter Park 
let ua speak of Mrs. Altlen, who
